Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-21 is allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding claims 1, 
4, 14, and 19, prior art taken either singularly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly 
suggest the limitations of the dependent claims, in such manner that a rejection under 35 U.S.C 
102 or 103 would be proper. The prior art fails to teach a combination of all the claimed features 
as presented in independent claims, which include a camera with corrector optics for 
compensating for spherical and coma aberration generated by a prism as claimed.
